Right of Appeal from Summary Deoi- 
'\ . ,,.„• . ,i?lonB pf Magistrates. 

.We 'are glad' -to petoeivo' th'U Mr. Rinj; 
' has taken up this subjoot iu tbe.House:«r 
Aasembly. At the sitting on Tuesday last 
he applied for leave " to bring in a bill to 
' jgive the accased the riglit of appeal in iill 
"bases of summary decisions by the Slipeii- 
diary and other Miigistrntaa of I'eily Ses- 
sions in this Colony, luiil to expedite tl>e 
bringing of siicli uppenis." Tlie imperfect 
ilalo of the liiw iu respect to such matters 
hiis hilhetio been a subject of coinpliiiiit by 
r.ll those who have had anything to do wiili 
it. The member for Naniiiino has, no 
doubt, in the course of his professional expe- 
rience, met with many instances of decided 
J injustioo and injury being inflicted upon 
individuals by Magistrates', decisions, for 
wfeich there was no redress. The neoessily 
of rendering the law in tliis Colony more 
clearly suited to remedy such a statu ol 
things is at once apparent. There cnii bo no 
two opinions as to the correctness uf llie 
principle ot the ri^ht to appeal from the sum- 
mary, decisions ot one or two Ma;>i8trates. 
The extreme danger of entrusting so much 
arbitrary power to any individual without 
such a means of rciiress, shows the neces- 
sity of it. In a new ooniitry like this, llie 
number of men from wlioin selociion can be 
made to fill judicial olIiciiH must necessarily 
be extremely limited. Tlio qualities natu- 
ral and acquired requisite to constitute a 
good Magistrate fall to the lot of but very 
few. Even should the best then be selected 
they will be founil wanting in many a par- 
ticular. They will be subject lo all the fail- 
ings and temptations of oidiuary human 
nature. We cannot shut our eyes to the 
fact that they will be liable to errors of 
judgment, and even be found sometimes 
willing to stretch a point or two to please 
others or gratify private pique and prejudice. 
It is iiTiporlant that the guilty should Ije fer- 
reted out and punished ; but it is equally, if 
not more important, that the law should 
never be instrumental in inflicting wrong 
upon even tne meanest individual amongst 
us. The liberty of the subject has always 
been most jealously guarded by the law of 
Britain. Absolutism in all its shapes and 
furnis.has to give way before the decision of 
a jury. That right of appeal whieti Mr. 
King now seeks to facilitate is the shield 
which intervenes between the accused and 
the injurious results of an unjust magisterial 
sentence, by subjecting the case to be re- 
viewed by a jury of one's peers. We say a 
jury, because we consider that llmt is the 
only kind of appeal likely to be of any rior- 
rice in this country. Here jurymen will be 
found of a more intelligent class than the 
generality of those in older countries ; while 
those sitting in a judicial capacity will be 
found, without exception, to be men without 
the advantages of professional education and 
notoriously less iudepeudent than the same 
class in J'lngland. 

There is ample work before Mr. Iling and 
every other member of the House of Assem- 
bly, in searching out vrhat this Colony wants 
in the way of good, substantial law, and ap- 
plying remedies wherever ihey shall be 
found deficient. Much pruning and mould- 
ing of our laws and institutions is yet re- 
quired to place u& in anything like as faror- 
able a position as other cbuntrios. ' 

Emigrant Agency. 

With the view of securing some portion, at 
least, of the large tide of emigration which 
has been flowing this way for the last few 
months, it is of llie highest importance that 
no exertion should be spared — no stone un- 
turned — by those ^.who, ara .iu a position lo 
do anything in the matter. Every property 
owner — every man who has made up bis 
mind that bis interests and tbe interests of 
this eountry are linked together— mast be 
anxious tbat as liiany as possible of our nevr- 
comers may bo able to take up tbeir resi- 
dence amongst us. Like in all new coun- 
tries, population is to us one of our greatest 
wants. We are here long enough to know 
for a certainty that all the country requires 
to make it great and prosperous, i« develop- 
ment; and that is to be attained by the skill 
and sturdy arms of man. That we can in- 
duce many to see that it would be only for 
their advantage to settle here, we have no 
doubt; but wo must take ttio neceaiary 
trouble to do ho if we w.juld succeed, lint 
we can do little without orgai:i/.ation — willi^ 
out system. Something lias already been 
done in tbat way, in the thapn of an Eini- 
gmtion^ Board ; but its non-offioiai character 
Tenders it too weak to do what is required. 
We have a governmental department which 
might and ought to bo able lo do good ser- 
vice towards the object in view. There 
could bo no serious objection made towards 
establishing an Eniigralion Agency iu con- 
nection with the Land Oliice. If the Gov 
ernmont has the settlement of the country 
at heart it is bound to take cvety reasonable 
means of efiFecting that object. If the lands 
at the disposal of tbo Crown are to be sold, 
customers must bo sought for ihcni. Those 
who would be any way disposed to eeltk- 
upo.i them, if they knew sufiiciont about 
them, must nut bo allowed to go awny from 
our Island with the impression that it is a 
latid of barren promise. Information of all 
the resources of both Colonics should be 
circulated. An Emigration Department of 
the Land Office should bo located in the 
City — on Government street, for instance — 
where acccsi to every description of intolli- 
goDce relative to the resources of the coun- 
try could be had with the greatest facility 
and every inducement held out to make use 
of it. It is all very well to say wo haven 
Land Oliice across James Bay where infor- 
mation respecting the Crown lands can bo 
had foi asking. Thnt.is not,enougb. There 
must be an bftioer that Will hunt up settlers 
like any other land agent— that will make 
it his business to have the land located. To 
do that he m.ust be in llio middle of the 
oily — among business men— in the midst of 
the throng. 

The Immigration Board might perhaps be 
continued and bo of good service, but its opei-- 
atioDS might be under the supervisic^D . of tho

Asri Kit Crf.kk, Sept. 'i, 1882. 
Friend C — # * * Things are very 
rough here at present. The water is po low 
on all tho creeks that il prevents the miners 
from working, wbioh makes things rather 
dull. Otir ^ilaim is full of waler, HO it pro- 
vonis us from- taVmg put any:gold. Nearly 
all the miners on Lightninf; and some on 
Williams Greek ha?e slopped work on ac- 
count of the lowness of tho water. Grouse 
Creek is played out ; Sugar Crook the same. 
Thorn are but two or throe claims on Liglil- 
ning Crnek that are paving; the diggings are 
from .55 to 30 feet in depth, ro that 'hey arc 
very expensive to work. Williams Creek is 
paying better than over; Antler vary poorly ; 
ihere are but five or six claims on this creek 
that arc paying, Judge BcKbio nrrived at

The bearing of Dumollardin the presence 
ol his new and turribic accuser, was as calm 
as ever. IS'ot the slightesi hace of oinolion 
was precepliblo on bis stolid features. Il 
was observed, noveilholese, that ho studious- 
ly avoided looking, as it wore, on the face 
of his victim. Tho magistrates seized tlio 
inoment to impress upon him tho iiiutilily 
of any further attempt lo evade Justice, and 
invited hini to make a full uonfossioii. After 
a lew moinents of seeming irresolnlinri, ho 
conimoucad Ihe following recital : 

■•One day in December, 'lilty-throe, I was 
accosted in Lynns by two individuals of tho 
farmer cluSBj whoso manner and appearance 
won my unlimited conlidence. Alter treat- 
ing ma to wiiio at a neighboring tavern, they 
invited mo to siroll on the rjuay, asked me a 
iniillitiide of (piostions, and linally proposed 
to me to oilier ihcir f^ervice. 1 inquired the 
nature of Iho work rccpiired of me ? 'The 
ubdiiclioii of young wtuiioii,' was tho reply. 
' Vou shall have forty francs lor every 'prize,' 
and il you remain with us twoniy yeais, wc 
will guaranteo you a hundied thousand 
francs.' 

Such a proposal seemed far loo advan- 
tageous lo he treated lightly." continued 
DuinoUard. "They gave me iho necessary 
iustructions, which were simple enough. I 
was merely to look out lor young females in 
search of situalions, oiler iIilmd tirst-rate 
wages, and conduct them beyond the town. 

"A week later, wc coininoiiced operations 
on tho Place da la Cliarite. My iirst allempt 
tailed ; but llin second woman 1 accosted 
lisleiiod to my story, accepted the luotcnded 
Hituation, and accompanied me from the 
town. At tho end of the suburb, my two 
employers met mc. I pretended to have 
forgot Homelliing, and, telling the girl lliCBC 
gonllemeii were Irieiids of mino, reciuosled 
her lo go on wilh them, promising to over- 
take Iheni at iS'eyioii. I lingcrBd abrtut for 
three bourn, when the men rolurnud, and 
handed ine a parcel, saying that it was a 
piosent for my wife. Opening it, 1 found a 
gown and chemise, both stained with blood. 
I recognised the dross of tho woman I had 
brouylil, and deniaiided whal had become of 
hct't 'You svill not seo liur again,' was llio 
only leply. 

"On iliB way home, I washed the clothes 
in the fuunlaiu at Neyron, and gave them to 
my wife, saying 1 had purchased them ai 
Lyons. 

"1 never know the eiacl place in which 
they iiiurdcreil tho girl, but I think it must 
liavu beun near the bridge Du Barre, niid 
that they Hung the body ii,to the Uhone. 1 
think so, because, one day in the ensuing 
summer, while crossing ttiat bridge in their 
company, one ot them leroarked: 'We have 
sent two bodies under this bridge alreidy.' 
And this I undorslood to imply two other 
murders, anterior to that I have mentioned, 

..'•Nothing remarkable occurred until Feb- 
luary, '55, when my iwo friend* met ine by 
itppointment at a winu shoii, and brought 
Willi them a young lemale of dark complex- 
ion, with whom, and the men; I set torih, 
and proceeded as far as tho road leading 
from Mirribel lo Iloinanoche, which passes 
ilirougli llio wood. Here 1 sat down, declar- 
ing that I would go no farther. They tried 
to persuade mo to proceed, but fiudiiig mc 
deierinined, presently pursued their way, 
taking wilh ibem ihe girl. , 

" I waited two hours. No dry reached my 
oars. Still I bad a presentiment of somo- 
ihing wrong. The men returned alone, say- 
ing they had left llio girl at a farm. As 
thoy brought no clothes wilh them, I was 
inclined to believe their story. Wo then 
parted, and I returned home." 

[This wa?, no doubt, the unfortunate Ma- 
rio Baday.] 

Nothing occurred for two years, during 
which 1 had occasional interviews with my 
two friends; at length, in Deconiber, '.')8, 1 
fell in with them on tho Quai de Parrache. 
They told me they had something on hand, 
would I come? I consented, and they left 
me ; presently returning with a young girl, 
with whom wo slarlcd by the rail for Mont- 
lael. li was dark when we arrived, and tho 
men, taking mc aside, reiiuested nie lo guide 
them to some secluded spot, imlicaling tho 
wood of Choisey. I told them it was loo 
close to the high road ; it would be better to 
go on further. Presently we reached tho 
edge of Montmain wood. Thai, I told thcni, 

would do. 

" Tliey left me sealed by Iho roadside. 
Soon I heard one loud pcreani, about three 
hundred yards distant; tlion profound si- 
lence. In a few minutes the iiiaii returned, 
bringing a silver watch and some elolhcs. I 
told them 1 had heard a scream, and asked 
if shn had sulfored much ? ' No,' limy an- 
swered ; ' we gave her one blow in the bead 
and unoilier in the side, and that did the 
business.' 

" We knew that the body of iVIarie liaday 
had been found, and it was judged prudent 
lo Lury this new corpse. I therefore ran to 
my house for tho tools and at the same lime 
gave my wife the watch and llio clothes, 
which wci« stained with blood. She asked 
mo whence they came ? Thinking that if I 
accused oihers she would not be.lievo me, 
anil relying, like a foni, on her discretion, I 
replied'tbat they had belonged lo a girl 1 
had killed, and was about to bury, in Moul- 
maiii wood. I then wont back to my friends, 
who dug a shallow grave, and concealed tho 
body, wiiilc I sat by." 

I'fiiiswas tho victim — never iJcntilied — 
whoso skeleton was oxiiuriiod, as before 
mentioned, on the 31st July, 'til-j 

Dumollard roferreil lo certain other nt- 
tenipts, which had failed, owing to the hus- 
pioionn of tho iplonded victims, and con- 
tinued : 

'' I must now speak of Ihis girl, Mario 
Kulalio Bussed, whose body lios before us. 
1 accosted her ono day .at , the, bridge La 
Guilloliere,- and asked her if sHo would ac- 
cept a good place in the country, offering 
200 francs. She required 210, and we went 
to the residence of her sister to discuss tho 
matter, where I agreed to her terms. At 'he 
end of a week I returned and escorted her 
to the station at Brotteaux, where I had, in 
the interim, desired my two employers to 
meet me. They came, and 1 introdiicod 
them to Mario Bussnd as friends and neigh- 
bors of mino, who would accompany uisomo 
distance after quilting tho rail. 



" It was dark when we reached ihe Mont- 
lael, and I had lo act aa guide, carrying the 
girl's trunk. '"NVhal a lovely creature !' 
whispered one of my friends to rhe as we 
set out. 

'' 1 led Ihe way Inward the wood Com- 
munes — a wild, retired spot — following a 
path almost obliterated toward Ooix Martel. 
ilcre 1 hid the trunk among fomo bushes. 
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" Sonieliow, at this point, my courage 
failed me, I tnld my friends I could ;;o no 
I'arlher, at the same lime, however, poinliii^r 
out lo them Communes wood, whi^i lay but 
a few hundred (laees dislunt. In two lioiirs 
the men lelurned, hrinying some clothes and 
a pair of gold ear-rinses, which they ^ave me 
for my wife. I inquired what they had done 
wilh ihe girl. ' Oh,' said one, 'she got two 
blows oil the head and ono in the stomach, 
oho made no great oiilciy,' 1 then went 
homo for a spade, and llio men buiicd her 
here, as you see. 

'' Marie I'ichon would have suffered the 
same fate, had not my Iwo employers failed 
me at the appointed place. I did not wish 
to do her any harm. On the contrary, (iiiil- 
ing llio iiieii absent, I \vi.saed lo j^el lid of 
her, and lo friglilon lior, threw my aims, net 
a ciird, !is she aflirm^=, round her neck. I 
was j;lad to sec licr run aw:iy. At least, 1 
tliou;^lit, ihey will not gel this one ! 

'' Some days later, finding an iiuiniiy on 
foot, I judged it prudent to destroy the cfl'ecls 
of lilt) ^iil liuiisod, and tlioso of I'ichon, aud, 
assisted by my wile, buried them nccoid- 
in;;ly in tho v>ood dos Rouillonncs. 

'' Now I havo told all. 1 have iiolhinj; 
liloie lo iidil." 

Il is almost noedlo.'is lo mention llnit the! 
two mysleiious per.-.ons uii whom ho aifccled ; 
to lay she burden of these atrocious crimes, j 
had no leal cxistonce. Unable to resist ihe [ 
piojf of hi < own complicity, Dumollard, as j 
Kush dill bofore liiin, saw no hope of etciipe, i 
savti ill cuiijiirin^ up some individual mure \ 
guilty than hiin«ell.
